NN Parkinſow was Inditcd for Robbing Surah Puzny of ſe- 


veral pieces of Plate, a Mantua Gown, pieces of Gold, anda 
conſiderable quantity of Silver Coin, all amounting to upwards 
of 50 pounds ; a great partof which was found in her Cuſto- 
dy,and at ſuch =_— where ſhe had pawned them ; and it being evident 


thet ſhe Confeſſed the Robbery fince her Imprilonment, the was found 
Guilty, though ſhe pleaded thas they were given her to fell by a Woman 
that owed her Money. | 

John Clifford received his Tryal for taking a ao Elizabeth 
Piece of Gold out of the Pocket of John Paine, a Perſon who came 
to lodg at an Inn, where he was under-Oſtler, which he had diſpoſed of to. 
a Goldſmith for 25 ShillIngs, at firſt he denied ir, but afterwards _ ar 
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found ir, but thar availed him nothing , for he was found Guilty. 

Richard Trebarford upon his Arrazgnment for ſtealing a Tankard, 
laid in the Indi&tment ar 10 /. pleaded Guilty, he having bcea an old, 
Offender, once burnt in the hand, and oncepardoned, 

Peter Hodges, and Robert Rogers were "Tryed for breaking open the 

oule of Richard Saresat Elin, and taking away Linnen and Wogllen, 
wearing ApPare), Puter, Curtains, and other things of worth, upon which, 
being purlued on their "y to London, they were overtaken, one with the 
bund!e upon his back, and the other accompanying him ; bur being asked 
whar they could-lay for-ghemſelyes, Rogers ſaid that he accidentally over- 
took th Ge nh knowing wharſhe had got, and the other ſaid thacr 
what he bet}, asYelivercd ro -him by aftrange manrto carry tor 2:nford, 
for which he was to have 64, but being borh trapp'd in their Tai's, they 
were Convicted of the Felony and Burglary. |

Samuel Neve was Trycd for ſtealing a Horſe and Mare from rwo Per- 
fons at Bendly in Gloceſter ſhire, which be, rogether with another Perſon 
who is fince dead in Priſ$n, brought to the Biuck-Lyor Inn in Water Lane, 
Fleet-(iveet, and the Oltler owned the Horſe ro be his, rhough upcn his 
Tryalihe abſolutely denyed that he had any thing ro do with cither of 
them, bur that he travclling for Loxdorn, the Perſon deceaſed overtook him 
near Henly, riding on the Mare, and leading the Horſe, whercupon he for 
rwo Shillings bargained, with'hing to ket bimrideto London, butthe Jury 
would nor believe his apology, bur found him Guilty. |

Thomas Whtte was Trycd tor breaking open the dwelling Houſe of one 
Mr. Hull in the Pariſh of St. Clemants Danes, and felonioully raking away 
Parer, Braſs, and ſuch like Houſhold Goods 'to a good value, many of 
them asby Evidence it appeared, being tound in his Cuſtody, or where 
he had diſpoſed of them, ſo that he having line to ſay for himſelf, rhe 
Jury tound him Guilty. 

Mr. Poltneypleaded his Pardon, and had.it allowed, he having been 
Tryed the !2{t Seffions for killing-oac Mr. Howardin St. James's Square, 
upon which Trya!, rhe Jury brought it in ſe defend» do. 
 Catþarime Arrold was Tryed for Robbing the Houle of one Finch her

Simon Beale was Tryed for picking, two pockets on Ship-board; one 
of a'ſhilling, and the oth#r of one ſhilling nine pence, bur- he pleaded he 
found the Mony upon the Deck, bur appeating he had no buſineſs on 
Board, and that being purſued, ke fed; rhe Jury found hin; Guilty.

Children oft roRob their Parents, bur the utrerly denying the FaRt, for 
which#he ſtood Indiftes, and there being no proof but the Youths, and 
he in all likelyhood her Confederate, ſhe was acquirred. |

Themas Gaſcone'was Fryed upon two Indiftments for ſtealing Cloaths, 
and other things of conliderable-value oi tKeacecond of + 7uly latt, ſeveral 
of - which were found about him, bur'alledþed -rhat he boughr them; bur 
could nor prove of whom he bought "um 7 ſo that upory conſideration of 
all the circumſtantes and poliziye evidence, rheJuty. toupd him Guilty. 

Johy How being broughtto the Bar for ſtealing a Silver Lankard, and 0- 
' ther thisgs of good, warth, upanbis beingprdered to: pliead 10'hi8-Indidt-

William Cok,'and William Chapman, -wvb Cx termen, were trved for

towing in their Lyter, to which they returned anſwer that they had ro intent to 
ſteal ir, bur that upon turning the Bale, ic dropped our, and that they put it into 
their Breeches only to ſecure it whilſt they had done work, intending then to re- 
rurn ir, butic being appareng rhar they concealed it upon inquiry, they were both 
convicted of the Felony. 

Mary Anbry was Tryed for (tealing Silks and other thihgs roa great worth, which 
ſhe iold in Long lane, other places, & being known a notorious Shoplifr, ſhe was 
found Guilty. 32 OE” : 

Ann }axſon was Tryed for robbing a Houſe in Sc, Dunſtans in the Eaſt, on the 16 
of Jwly laſt ,and ſeloniouſly raking away Gowns, Perticoats, pieces of Plate, Spoons, 
Porrergers, Sheers, and other things, ſhe being Servant in tne ſaid Houſe, and doing 
the Robtecy in her Maſters abſerce. , 

A Woman was IndiCted for Marrying a ſecond Husbard during the Life of her 
firſt, bur only the firlt Marriage appearing on Evidence, and neither Miniſter nor 
Sexton being there ro prove the ſecond, alrhougt' it was alledged to be concratted 
at Sr. Carberines Church by the Tower, ſhe denying 'any Husband but he that proſe- 
cuted her, ſhe was acquitted, 

fobn C:x being Indicted for ſtealing a Silver Tankard,valued at 3 pounds,pleaded 
Guilty ; there ally was in the ſame Indictment one 7ohu Lacy, but upon his pleading 
that he went away with it unknown to him, under pretence of going down ſtairs 
ro have it filed 2g4in, the Jury acquitted him, 

Ralp >, B-ntzm the Pen torer in Walbrook, was tryed for killing Andrew Williams 
a Joyners Boy, the ſubſtance of the Tryal as the Evidence depoled, way, that the 
Lad in the company of ſome others came to rake away the wood deſigned fora 
Ronfire, on the 29. vf May laſt, and Ailaulring thoſe that kept ir, Mr. Bentwwms came 
ont with @ Staif, and endeavoured to diſperſe them, when amongſt the reſt he ſtruck 
this 1V:/{ams over the head, giving him two wounds, of which he languiſhed fer 
ſome time, but his wwuncs being head up, he was ſent into. the Country,and after 
that recurning to London, tell fick of a malignant Feavour, of which on the 23 of 
Anruſt he died, ſeveral 2ble Phyſicians and Chyrurgions were examined, ſome of 
which afficmed that the Feavour was occaſioned by the wounds, and others the 
contrary, each producing the reaſons th.t induced them to ſuch their belief, when 
as ihe Jury going our, upon their return ſound thePriſoner guilty of Manſlaughter. 

Fardi1ando Hews, Dorothy Watſon, ard Elizabeth Ways, were Tryed for Clipping 
of the Lawfol and currant Coin of Ergland, it appearing upon Evidence that the lat- 
cer had often dealt with the Wirneſs ( who was a Saltars Man) fcrbroad Monies, 
giving him in Exchange 21 5. and 6 4. of co Money for 20 5.- of the other,bnit 
there being bur a fingle evidence, which in caſe of Treaſon cannot attaint any per- 
ſon, they were acquitted, 

Themas Stordale was Tryed: and found Guilty far taking a Box of Cloaths from a 
Boy in the Pariſh of St, Bartholomew the Great, under pretence of helping him to 
carry it, of which Felony he was found Guilty, 

Ralph Saunderſon was Tryed for ſtealing a Tapkard from Joby Wheatly in Holbourn, 
on the 5rhof Arguſt, for he coming to drink, took his opportunity to ſer down a 
Pewter T:nkard, and carry away the Silver cne, for which being raken ſome time 
after, he was committed, and on his Tryal ſound Guiley. 

Francis Finamo, John Pancasand Mary his Wite were igdifted for the Murther of 
Joſeph Fenn, whom for being a Marſhals Officer, baving arreſted him, and be ſeem- 
i guowilling to go with him, they all fell upon him, and throwing bim dowo, and 
| ruiſed him, ſo that for ſeveral weeks ke ſpit blood, and then died, fo that upon the 
Tryal Pancas and his Wife were found Guiltywof Manſlaughter, & Finamo Acquitted. 

Alt this Seſſions were nine Perſons who received Sentence of Death, viz, James Far- 
rel, Rob, Hurling, Per. Hodges, Rob.Rogers, Richard Wolley, Tho. Stocdale, Heſter 
Vareright, Mary Pancus, and Ann Parkafos; 10 burnt in the Hand, 4 to be Whipp'd. 
An. ſo cnded the Seſſions, 
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
